C. P. Johnston,” factory represen¬ 
tative of the Chevrolet and Oakland

THE BUY AT HOME MOVEMENT 

A Dominion wide movement has 
been for several years gaining 
strength and volume and has a tre¬ 
mendous effect upon the use of goods 
made in Canada. The principle of 
“Buy at Home” is having solid back¬ 
ing from the various boards of trade 
chambers of commerce .and all or¬ 
ganizations with the best interests of 
the development* of Canadian indus¬ 
tries at heart. 

The movement has several phases. 
First, the buyer is to secure goods as 
much as possible from local traders. 
These goods should be made in the 
home province, or in Canada, or 
where one must go farther afield, in 
the British Empire. 

A great many questions arise when 
a buyer seeks necessities, or luxuries 
under these oonditions. First, the lo¬ 
cal stores may not have the required 
goods, or they may be of inferior 
quality, or too highly priced to suit 
the purchasing power of his custom¬ 
ers. Again certain articles may of 
necessity cost more in production in 
Canada because of climatic or some 
other conditions, or certain' articles 
may not be produced in Canada at 
all. 

While such difficulties may arise, 
they will be helpful in themselves to 
a certain extent, because they will 
stimulate the forces which may over¬ 
come them. This movement,- like all 
others, must have the co-operation 
of all concerned, if it is to succeed. 
The local store must improve its 
ways, and supply its customers’ de¬ 
mands for Canadian goods of good 
quality, at reasonable prices The 
producer of rw products must experi¬ 
ment until he can grow many articles 
of food which h e does not now grow 
in Canada, just as now he produces 
easily and with profit, fruits and 
foods undreamed of a few years ago. 

And what Canada cannot supply 
the British Empire can. There is lit¬ 
tle in the way of human needs or lux¬ 
uries, which cannot be supplied by the 
vast dominions of which Canada is a 
part. 

The movement was set afoot by the 
buyers of the country of which the 
women form nine-tenths. In their 
hands, granted the co-operation of 
th e local traders, the wholesalers, the 
manufacturers, and the producers of 
raw material, lies in no small degree 
the development of Canada along the 
lines of heT own industries.

Hearts all shot-up with arrows or 
still intact, but with a Cupid hover¬ 
ing—just as Santa Claus retires from 
the public along comes Cupid in Feb¬ 
ruary.

Ph«> work if carcied 
on jointly by the ioi :.d and provin¬ 
cial Departments of Agriculture each 
providing fifty per cent, of the prize 
money awarded and sharing the sup¬ 
ervision of the clubs during the year. 
The youths start with young calves of 
good type and breeding and feed and 
care for them continuously under 
supervision until the following year 
when they are brought together as 
yearlings for competition. Some of 
the Clubs have as high as eighty 
members. The bringing together of 
the stock of so many enthusiastic 
young people arouses great interest 
and it is stated by the Hon. W. R. 
Motherwell, Minister of Agriculture 
at Ottawa, in his report for the past 
fiscal year, that an attendance of a 
thousand or more at a Calf Fair is 
not unusual. The influence of this 
work in the district is far reaching 
and Clubs rapidly develop in commun 
ity breeding centres for high class 
cattle. The Minister also points out 
the additional value of this work in 
the training it affords the boys in all 
phases of live stock feeding and man¬ 
agement and in the keeping of record 
of feed costs and production. 

TWO IMPORTANT RESOLUTIONS

PONOKA ASYLUM REPORT 

' \ - 

The report of the Commissioners, 
Dr. Hinck and Farrar of Toronto, on 
conditions at the Ponoka and Oliver 
mental hospitals, was releaved • on 
February 8 by Hon. George Hoadley. 
The following are the high points of 
the report: 

Forcible feeding of patients at Pon 
oka is carried out to excess. Mechan¬ 
ical restraint of patients by the use 
of straitjackets, caged beds and the 
like is also practised to excess. 

The Ponoka hospital is over-crowd¬ 
ed and under staffed, the medical 
staff is lacking in numbers, the nurs¬ 
ing staff is numerically inadequate. 

The reception services for active 
treatment are under-staffed and the 
quarters are congested. 

It is recommended that a new men¬ 
tal hospital be built near the city of 
Edmonton. 

Sixty patients from Ponoka be 
transferred to Oliver as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

Population of the Ponoka hospital 
be limited to 1,000 or less. 

An addition of 20 nurses be made 
| to the present staff and a new nurses’ 
^ home be built to accommodate them. 

| Addition of two physicians to the 
present staff. 

More recreational facilities for 
1 male members of the staff.

We all say it with a thrill of pride 
knowing: that the name is one of the 
most widely recognized in the West. 
Perhaps no people take a greater 
pleasure in proclaiming “their” town. 
But do we all take an equal pride in 
maintaining its prestige? Are we 
content to bask in the reflected glory 
of fortunate location or of achieve¬ 
ments in which we have had little 
part, or are we as citizens making 
undivided effort to preserve the en¬ 
viable name which Vulcan has won? 

No town remains stationery. It 
goes forward or back.

We, all of us, wish sincerely to pre¬ 
serve the identity and distinction of 
our town. The entire neighborhood, 
norths south, east and west, has 
brought to bear some element which 
contributes to the meaning of the 
word Vulcan. The town itself is 
merely the pivotal point, by which the 
quality and standards of the rural 
surroundings are judged. Our inter¬ 
ests are ■interwoven. C 

On the face of it/one might say 
that any support to the town given 
by farmers and ranchers, is a free 
will offering—they are peculiarly in¬ 
dependent. But there after al,l a 
deeper obligation. Every progressive 
step in the town reacts favorably on 
the countryside, increasing its value. 
Every creditable institution in Vul¬ 
can, owes much of its existence to 
the country and has an influence on 
surrounding rural values. A live 
town near at hand is an asset to any 
district. Vulcan needs the people 
of the country socially, financially 
and for their morale. The country 
people also need the town. k 

To maintain and extend existing 
assets should be the pride and pur¬ 
pose of all of us. Amongst towns¬ 
people one hears: “I pay my taxes. 1 
owe no man.” Yes, but does the 
speaker also put his neighbor in the 
way of paying his taxes? In the city 
a man merges indistinguishably into 
the mass. In the town he is a per¬ 
sonality with distinct obligations. 
Every business concern with a pay¬ 
roll is of great consequence and mer¬ 
its support. It means thousands of 
dollars of added strength and it 
means human 'material. Every pime 
a town loses an individual, a family 
or a firm jt Jqjes much which would 
naturally circulate throughout the 
town. 

In the matter of loyal support, the 
business concerns themselves are the 
examples. Do they deal with the 
other merchants or do they belittle 
the stock of brother merchants by do 
ing personal shopping elsewhere? No 
more insidious germ can spread 
through a community than the con¬ 
viction that businessmen themselves, 
are not loyal to each other. 

Let merchants examine themselves 
also as to the quality of their service. 
No one is so carping as to demand 
that they meet on exact terms the 
products of great houses. Turnover 
is slower/ buying power less. On 
the other hand, the customer cannot 
afford to be an utter philanthropist. 
His money comes hard, he has to 
grow it. Do merchants value steady 
faithful customers sufficiently as to 
extend little favors and courtesies? 
It is the little favors which wakens 
surest response. 

On the merchants side. Local 
business places within the last few 
years have dpubled their efforts to 
present attractive goods. Their out¬ 
lay has been heavy. Their rewards 
not always in proportion. They 
swallow rebuffs, experience, disap¬ 
pointment and carry on. They carry 
customers over bad spells only to 
find these same customers paying 
' cash out of town. The rock on which 
many merchants have foundered is in 
' extending credit to those who know 
no gratitude. 

Small town integrity -a grave 
matter in this age, when motor cars 
eat up the miles and people live on 
! the wing. Undoubtedly a town, even 
in the'’ shadow of a city, may flourish 
and keep its individuality. But to do 
this requires more conscious effort 
than formerly and concerted action on 
the part of all to whom the town has 
significance. 

No one can doubt that Vulcan 
has significance to all of us—a his¬ 
tory in which we all take pride, a 
prosperous atmosphere peculiarly her 
own. It is the privilege of every in-’ 
dividual to assist in perpetuating 
that history and that atmosphere.

— Another 
outbroak of ’flu mere severe in 
nature than tha diaeasa now pre¬ 
vailing is regarded as a possibility 
later in the winter by Surgeon- 
General Cumming. He aaid that ha 
viewed the situation at present ae 
serious, but declared that the preient 
wave it mild in charaoter and that 
there it an apparent abaanca of 
complications. 

There ia little likelihood, in the 
opinion of the surgeon-general, that 
tha diaaaaa will not spread over the 
Atlantio atatas as it has in tha watt 
and parts of the aouth. 

“This saama to bo a typical in¬ 
fluenza opidemio,” ha said, “and it 
is similar to the 1918 outbroak in 
the mildness of the first cases.” 

Deaths in tha 1918 wave of ’flu 
wore 500,000 in excess of the normal 
number from the malady, and in 
1920 there ware 100,000 axceaa death*, 
but in 1926 thar* were only between 
15,000 and 20,000. Indication* thus 
far have lad Surgaon-Ganaral Cum¬ 
ming to boliovo that mortality this 
year may ba greater than in 1926. 

Ha agreed with tha estimate by 
public health offjeere that thar* were 
approximately a million and a quar¬ 
ter now oases In the United States 
during th* week ending December 
22. This estimate was baaed on 
240,562 easci actually reported from 
all but savon states. 

Deaths from 58 citiao for the week 
anding December 22 wore 710, re¬ 
port* to the conaua bureau showed, 
at compared with 475 deathe in 
sixty-two cities for tho previous 
walk. Surgeon-General Cumming 
said that this bora out expectations 
of a large increase In deaths as tha 
number of casaa increased.

THE TARIFF QUESTION PROFIT OR PENALTY 


Representatives of farm organiza¬ 
tions in the U.S. are asking Congress 
to increase the American tariff on 
cattle and fresh meat to about 100 
per cent. With few exceptions the 
witnesses submitted that there must 
be an increase in the tariff especially 
on cattle and meats. One witness 
submitted that the cattle raising in¬ 
dustry in the States had not kept 
pace with increased population, and 
that vast acreages of range lands had 
been abandoned because of the lack of 
profit in cattle raising. 

About half-a-million head of Stock¬ 
er and feeder cattle was imported in¬ 
to this country last year from Can¬ 
ada and Mexico, he said, and if the 
Dresent tendency continued the Un¬ 
ited States would be placed indefin¬ 
itely on an import basis or else the 
price of meats would rise beyond the 
pockets of even well-to-do people. A 
quarter of a million head of cattle 
was brought in from Canada alone 
last year, he said. Half-a-million or 
even a million head could be added 
to the present industry in the United 
States if the tariff was raised and 
the industry brought to a stabilized 
basis, and prices of meat to the con¬ 
sumer would be reduced. 

Enormously high prices for meats, 
especially for beef, were diminishing 
the demand in this country, he said. 

Cattle and beef were the order ot 
the day, but several witnesses a ho 
will not testify again, brought in 
grain and flour. Dr. Coulter indicated 
that his group would not ask for any 
increase on the present basis tariff 
of 42 cents a bushel on wheat, but 
that “certain grades” should be rais¬ 
ed slightly. He objected to the low 
tariff on screenings, because screen¬ 
ings were being used as a substitute 
for oats, he said. He asked that Ihi 
tariff on oats be raised from fifteen 
to sixteen cents a bushel so as to 
make it a straight half cent per 
pound on the American bushel of thir 
ty-two pounds. 

The westerners are asking for an 
increase in duty on fresh beef as 
high as eiftht cents a pound. Double 
the present duty on feeder cattle also 
is asked. This is aimed chiefly at 
the Argentine beef which at present 
is further hampered by an embargo 
imposed by reason of foot-and-mouth 
diaeaae. 


The Hanna Herald after reading 
Commissioner Dinning’s report of 
liquor profits from his department of 
over two and one half million dollars 
in fifteen months, is much concerned. 
The Herald says: 

“We admit we are not in posses¬ 
sion of statistics so complete as to 
form a perfect basis for our premise, 
but submit the facts as relating to 
the vendor’s store in Hanna as pro¬ 
viding sufficient basis for ,what we 
are about to say, viz: There is no 
reasonable excuse or possible justifi¬ 
cation for the further penalizing of 
the consumer of Mr. Dinnnig’s wares. 
The business is firmly established 
and the operators have full know- j 
ledge of their overhead, possibilities 
of losses at weaker points, and should j 
be able to strike a sane margin of) 
profit that will carry it on as a going I 
concern and provide a fair and legiti¬ 
mate revenue. Liquor is legally sold 
necessity—or luxury, call it what you 
will—purchased and consumed by a 
strong majority of the taxpayers of 
Alberta, and if Mr. Dinning or the 
U.F.A. government can'explain why 
the sum of $40,000 odd dollars NET 
should be taken out of circulation in 
the Hanna district alone, we would 
like to have it. We believe that 
twenty-five per cent, of the above 
amount would have been ample for 
the government to have taken, and 
we are sure our business houses and 
the public in general would find plen¬ 
ty of use for and additional prosper¬ 
ity in the circulation of this extra 
$30,000 The figures just given out by 
the Commissioner show a net profit 
for fifteen months of $2,662,000, with 
out reckoning permits issued, which 
would boost it another $100,000.
